This nation and its northern- 
most territory are now closely 
linked in defense—and ready for 
the rapid development that will 
come to Alaska when peace 
comes, the official said, speaking 
on the basis of his wide exper- 
ience and personal observation of 
the gigantic enterprise. 

More than 30 years ago Mr. 
Matier was among the leaders in 
advocating the highway that has 
now just been completed. As the 
public relations officer for the 
Union Oil Co., Mr. Matier was 
primarily interested in the high- 
way deveiopment for its military 
value.

The highway was constructed 
by the United States engineering 
corps at the rate of eight miles 
a day, at a cost of $15,000,000. 
This all-weather road is 24 feet 
in width and is 1,200 miles in 
length. With Alaska on the 
northern tip and Argentina on 
the southern tip, an international 
highway has come into being, the 
speaker said, as a point of inter- 
est in linking together the Pa- 
cific ocean interests. 

Mr. Matier described Alaska as 
one-fifth the size of the United 
States and as a rich country, 
ready for development for com- 
merce and as a vacation land.

PROPOSE PROMOTION 
FOR POLICE OFFICER 


Pointing out the need for a sub- 
ordinate officer to be designated
